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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated August 23, 2004, has been reviewed and the Examiner's 
comments carefully considered. Prior to this paper claims 1-12 were pending. By this paper, 
Applicants cancel claim 2 and add claims 13-20. Therefore, claims 1 and 3-20 are now 
pending. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the present application is in condition for 
• allowance for the reasons that follow. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Examiner Trieu for the indication that claims 2-9 contain allowable 
subject matter. 

Specification Objection 

Paragraph 0023 of the specification is objected to as containing a typographical error. 
Applicants have amended paragraph 0023, as seen above, and respectfully request 
reconsideration of the objection. Applicants thank Examiner Trieu for recommending a 
change to the paragraph to overcome the rejection. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S,C, SlOSifa) 

In the Office Action, Claims 1 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hasegawa (U.S. Patent No. 6,622,710) in view of WooUenweber 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,062,026). In response, in order to advance prosecution. Applicants 
incorporate the recitations of claim 2, a claim indicated as containing allowable subject matter 
when depending from claim 1, into claim 1, and cancel claim 2 without prejudice or 
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disclaimer. Moreover, Applicants place claim 9 into independent form by incorporating the 
recitations of claim 1, as examined, into claim 9. 

In regard to claims 1 1 and 12, Applicants amend these claims in a manner 
concomitant with the amendment to claim 1 . Applicants respectfully submit that these 
claims, as amended, are allowable for at least the pertinent reasons that make claim 1 
allowable. 

New Claims 

As seen above, Applicants have added new claims 13-20. Claim 13 is duplicative of 
originally filed claim 9, and is allowable due to its dependency from claim 1 , a claim that is 
allowable. Claims 14-20 depend from claim 1 1, a claim that is also allowable, and, therefore 
claims 14-20 are allowable. Claims 14-20 find support in originally filed claims 3-8 and 10, 
respectively. 

Conclusion 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfiiUy requested.
